HE Japanese are in

The pursuit is continuing in the 
direction of Sheklung, a big town 
on the Canton-Kowloon 
Kong) railway west of Poklo. 

The Chinese communiqué says 
the Japanese line at Waichow, 
which is an important east river 
port, crumbled on Thursday after 
day-long fighting in the West and 
North suburbs. 

Following up quickly, the 
Chinese reached the suburbs of 
Poklo after a 10-miles advance. 

In further fighting there the 
Japanese had suffered such heavy 
losses by yesterday afternoon that 
they were unable to withstand the 
Chinese assault and had to with- 
draw. 

Meanwhile supplies are pouring 
in to the Chinese forces. 

The transport capacity of the 
Burma Road is now over 30,000 
tons a day, it is learned from 
authoritative sources here. 

At least 5,000 lorries are running 
over the road daily and about 500 
unloading daily at Kunming—the 
Chinese terminus.

They have 
captured valuable material and 
|killed some 3,000 Germans. 

In addition, valuable industrial 
areas are being freed of the Ger- 
mans; the recapture of one area, 
presumably a coal-mining one, was 
announced by Moscow Radic last 
night. 

The population, which had 
been evacuated, had now 
returned to their homes, and 
mines and factories were again 
being put into operation, it was 
stated.

|in operation, producing about 1,200 
[tons of coal a day.

He had made up his mind that 
the Confidence Vote was necessary 
to strengthen the Government's 
nand and also to demonstrate our 
national unity to friend and foe 
alike 
Actually—or so it seems to 
“Man o’ the People "—that unity 
was never in doubt, and the Vote 
demonstrated nothing but con- 
fidence in the Premier himself as 
the man best qualified to lead us. 
On the other hand, the debate 
proved convincingly that many 
Members do not extend this con- 
fidence to the Government as a 
whole; that they do not desire Mr 
Churchill to accept or to assume 
full responsibility for his col- 
leagues: and that they are not 
satisfied with things as they are. 
At all events, critics. too numer- 
ous and too influential to be 
ignored, have said just what most 
of us have been thinking and say- 
ing for weeks past; namely, that 
the burden of this immense war 
is too heavy to be carried on any 
one man’s shoulders.
